New Pennsylvania automobile li­ 
cense plates for 1932 can be used 
after midnight tonight, it was an­ 
nounced today by officials of the 
New' Castle Motor Club. 
The new plates, blue letters and 
numerals on a background of gold, 
have been issued by the Motor Ve­ 
hicle Division of the State Highway 
Department for several months, and 
many motorists have their new tags 
in their possession. 


The 1931 plates cannot be legally 
used after midnight, December 31, 
1931, it is announced, and Benja­ 
min C. 
Eynon. commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles states that his de­ 
partm ent will not extend the time 
limit to procure license plates. 
Many Ohio motorists driving into 
New Castle are sporting new 1932 
plates, permission to use the plates 
having been given on December 10. 
and quite a number are already us­ 
ing them in that state.

was obtained in authoritative circles 
today th at the new Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent of Premier Tsyuoshi Inukai 
will adopt a stronger policy toward 
China. 
This is the most im portant shift 
in the international field as aban­ 
donment of the gold standard, which 
became effective today, was in the 
domestic program of tho new minis­ 
try. 
The cabinet will issue no formal 
declaration of its purposes other 
than that Premier Inukai author­ 
ized his spokesman.

BILLS THAT WOULD BANKRUPT THE GOVERNMENT 
T 
AX recommendations submitted by President Hoover and Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Mellon are designed to deal with the 
deficit during the period ending with June 1934. 
Details will, 
of course, be subjected to review by the Democratic Ways and 
Means committee, but no matter what may be the outcome of 
final legislation one thing will have to be kept in mind— strict 
economy. 
Raids upon the treasury must be suppressed with an 


iron hand. 
“ It is important,” the president told congress in his mes­ 
sage, to “emphasize the fact that we are now in a period where 
federal finances will not permit of the assumption of any obli­ 
gations which will enlarge the expenditures to be met from the 
ordinary receipts of the government.” 
This is solid truth. 


Nevertheless the raiders are already at it. 
Senator Norris, 
leader of the small but aggressive band of Insurgents from the 
Middle West, hastens to introduce his scheme for saddling a debt 
of $3,000,000,000— billions, not millions, mind you— upon the 
nation. 
He would expend this money upon highways. 
Sena­ 
tor La Toilette, an active member of this group, wants an ap­ 
propriation of $ 250,000,000 for the relief of distress, the fund 
to be administered by a federal board. 
Senator Costigan, Demo­ 
crat of Colorado, demands $ 325,doo,ooo for the same purpose. 
In the house Representative Huddleston, all the way from Ala­ 
bama and a Democrat, of course, since he hails from that re­ 
gion, calls for $100,000,000 for direct relief. 
Indeed, proposi­ 


tions of this sort are accumulating. 


These bills, every one of them partaking of a demagogic 
character, are a menace t9 financial 
stability 
already badly 
shaken, warns the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
They would increase 
the public debt enormously and would necessitate a very heavy 
advance over the increased tax recommendations of the treas­ 
ury. 
Could Norris or La Follette or Costigan have his way the 
country would be headed toward bankruptcy. 


It is impossible to conceive that any one of these meas­ 
ures can be taken seriously by either the senate or the house. 
Congress must assume a grave responsibility. Its bounden duty 
is to get the government out of the financial pit into which de­ 
creasing revenue and expanded aid to the unemployed through 
public construction projects have plunged it. 
If common sense 
is not to prevail in the legislative halls, then will the country be 
in a bad wav indeed.

FOOTBALL VICTIMS 
Along with other football statistics, which deal mainly writh scores 
and championships, it is reported that up to the time of the recent holi­ 
day games there had been 23 deaths from gridiron injuries. There have 
been some additions since. The total may exceed 30. 
Every one is a big tragedy in itself to some family, some group of 
friends, some college or high school. 
There is something to be said, at the same time, of the stoic 
attitude taken by the average young man interested in this sport: “There 
are plenty of accidents all the time in other activities. Why not count 
them? 
Just as many students might have been killed in other sports, 
or outside of them if they were not engaged in sports.” This may be 
conceded, but football, in the form of highly competitive school and col­ 
lege games, is the roughest and most dangerous of all our scholastic sports, 
nevertheless. 
As for the prevalent feeling that a student killed in a football 
game is somehow a martyr who has sacrificed his life for his school, 
as a soldier killed in battle dies for his country, what shall be said of that? 
It may not be amiss to suggest another question or two. W hat shall 
be said of the thousands of students wrho have their interest in their 
school studies killed by the frenzied quest of athletic championships? 
And what shall be said of the claim that such spectacular combats, with 
all their appeal, have anything to do with education? 


NOT THE REAL THING 
Unquestionably the number of unemployed in this country has 
given rise to much genuine suffering, despite the efforts of philanthropy 
tm relieve it. 
But the “hunger marchers” who descended on Washington last 
Mtek were not examples of the real thing. As the president of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor has pointed out, they were exploited by politi­ 
cal agitators for their own ends. 
The Communistic element no doubt 
hoped that the fifteen hundred men and women would be victims of 
police violence, giving them one more grievance against the tyranny 
of a capitalistic regime.

need of provocative propaganda to arouse us to a sense of duty.

unemployed are not one whit better off for the Washington affair.

Children 


Tactful Parents K eep Child 


From Rage, Says Dr. 


Myers

We desire our children to be able 
always to be angry at the right thing 
•nd at the right time. 
But we do 
not want them to cultivate habitual 
rage to no purpose, nor to make 
their fits of temper a nuisance to 
themselves and others. 
We hear so much about temper 
tantrums. 
Now our children, like 
ourselves, grow angry when their 
purposes are thwarted and, without 
their knowing what has occurred, 
they acquire the habit of 
violent 
rage oftentimes to win their way. 
Many children, when very young, 
intimidate their parents into let­ 
ting them do about as they please. 
We help cure tantrums in children 
as we train ourselves to cease re­ 
warding them for rage. We prevent 
tantrums in them as we learn not to 
let them command us by their anger. 
But our greatest power of preven­ 
tion is to set the stage in such a 
way that they are not needlessly ex­ 
ercised in wrath. 
* • * 
In the first place, the better the 
child’s physical health the fewer the 
situations, all else equal, which will 
irritate him. When he is ill you are 
so eager to ease his discomfort that 
you are often tempted to pamper 
him. Then he builds up bad habits 
hard to be corrected later. 
Try to 
keep the child from over-excite- 
ment and fatigue. 
Let him learn as early as possible 
that he never can command you; 
also let him learn, 
without

slightest doubt to him. that there 
are a few things he must not have 
and a few things he must not do. 
Rarely say no or don’t, and say 
them only once 
Seldom make a 
command; make requests, and make 
them but occasionally. 
As early as he can understand, re­ 
spect his ownership. 
Assume that 
what he has is his. When at the age 
of nine or ten months he has seized 
a dangerous or forbidden object, do 
not wrench it from his grasp, else 
you exercise him in rage. Patiently 
persuade him to give it up. Slip an­ 
other object in one hand, if neces­ 
sary, while you slowly, gently get 
the forbidden object from the other 
hand. Mere attention to the new ob­ 
ject causes him to relax his grasp 
upon the other. 
Once he gives you 
an object he has found, smile at him 
and approve him liberally. 
When, 
for instance, he hands you a pin he 
has picked from the floor, make him 
happy for co-operating. Then he is 
likely to go on searching for foreign 
objects on the floor just to give 
them to you to earn such a reward. 
Cut a slip in an empty coffee can. 
Pick a pin from the floor and drop 
it in, when he will go searching 
about for similar objects 
on the 
floor, making the can a safe substi­ 
tute for his ir.outh or stomach. 
* « 
• 
See that no other person, child or 
adult infringes on the child’s prop­ 
erty rights. Except for a few toys 
used in common, where there are 
several children, let each one have 
his own possessions; then be a po­ 
liceman, 
carefully protecting the 
ownership of each. 
Don’t compel 
one child to give up to another. 
Persuade him, and when he asqui- 
esces, be very liberal with praise- 
Be particularly cautious 
lest 
the 
baby make inroads upon the proper­ 
ty of the older child. 
When the older children have 
tasks assigned, make them definite. 
Let each one have his own. When 
two or more work on the same job 
mutual irritations are inevitable. 
Take tim ; for emotional adjust­ 
ments. Don’t expect the little child 
suddenly to shift from one activity 
to another. Such warnings as “two 
more jumps’’ or, “in five minutes I 
shall call you to come in’’ or, “as 
soon as you get the roof on that 
garage we shall go’’, will often help 
you avoid anger in the child and 
gain his co-operation.

I have received two inquiries with­ 
in the past few days, both pertaining 
to that northern constellation called 
the Great Bear. One wishes to know 
which one of the stars in the Dipper 
is the double star, and the other 
can not understand why the Dipper 
is called the Great Bear. 
There are three stars in the han­ 
dle of the Dipper. 
The one in the 
middle, called Mizar, is a double. It 
is one of the finest double stars as 
seen w’ith a telescope such as that 
owned by Mr. French of Highland 
avenue. Those two magnificent suns 
are slowly revolving around their 
common center of gravity. The time 
of a complete revolution is roughly 
estimated at 20,000 years. 
In 1889 Prof. Pickering discovered 
that the brighter of the two com­ 
ponents of Mizar is itself a double. 
The 
two 
stars 
composing it are 
thought to make one revolution 
about one another in 104 days, the 
diameter of their orbit being 140 
million miles. The mass of the sys­ 
tem is forty times that of our sun. 
Replying to the other question, 
the ancients called the constella- stars. 


tion the Great Bear, because taken 
as a whole, it somewhat resembles 
that animal. 
To the right of the | 
bowl of the Dipper is a triangle of i 
stars which form the head of the I 
Bear. The bowl of the Dipper and ! 
the space between the two nearest j 
stars form the head of the Bear. The 
bowl of the Dipper and the soace 
between the two nearest stars form 
the body, while beneath are three 
pairs of stars exactly alike, which 
form the feet. 
The handle of the ! 
Dipper is the Bear’s tail. It is rath­ 
er a long tail for 
bear. 
This, we 
are told by an old writer, is due to ; 
the fact that Jupiter lifted the bear j 
by the tail when he threw it into 
tfoe sky. 
According to mythology, the G reat! 
Bear is the nymph Callisto, who was j 
so pleasing In Jupitfer’s eyes that j 
Juno, his wife, became jealous. One 
version of the legend is that Jupiter 
changed Callisto to a bear, to avoid 
Juno’s jealousy: another 
is 
that 
Juno took revenge upon her rival 
by changing her into a bear. Being 
unwilling to lose his favorite in this j 
way.

Although somewhat larger than 
any of the present day typewriters, 
it was constructed and sold at that 
early day for $125. It was in 1873, 
that Sholes and James Densmore, 
who were associated in the matter, 
succeeded in getting the Illion Arms 
Company, later the Remington Arms 
Ccmpany and more recently the 
Remington Typewriter Company, to 
manufacture 1,000 of the Sholes ma­ 
chines. Later the patents were tak­ 
en over by the Remington concern. 
Messrs. Sholes, the inventor, and 
James Densmore were associated in 
the management and publishing of 
a paper printed at Oshkosh, Wis. It 
wras here that Sholes was busy per­ 
fecting his machine. 
According to letters in the hands 
of Mrs. Gunton, Sholes feared that 
the electric pen invented about the 
same time by Thomas A, Edison 
would prevent the use of his type­ 
writer becoming universal in the 
business world. 
James Densmore induced his bro­ 
ther, Amos Densmore, father of 
Mrs. Gunton, to invest some money 
on the original Sholes machine. Lat­ 
er the latter did some inventing on 
his own hook and the Densmore 
typewriter was invented and put on 
the market and enjoyed an exten­ 
sive sale. It was eventually absorb­ 
ed with other typewriter firms by 
the Remington Company. 
It w'as due to the fact that the

caused by some familiar article of 
! wear or constantly used as a toilet 
accessory. 
For instance, last year I abstract­ 
ed an article by Dr. Everett Lain 
on the skin irritation on the nose 
and around the 
ears 
caused 
by 
“white gold ”, used for the mounting 
of spectacles. 
The White gold is 
made by amalgamating nickel with 
gold, and it is the nickel which 
causes the skin irritation. 
Some 
people are more sensitive to it than 
others; perspiration seems to form 
a chemical union with the nickel, re­ 
sulting in a nickel salt very irritat­ 
ing to some skins. 
About two weeks after this article 
was published a gentleman at my 
fcnk stopped me and asked me 
whether I thought the skin eruption 
he had could be caused by white 
gold. 
His eyeglasses were mounted 
in this material with ear pieces. 
Over the back of his ears and espe­ 
cially in the groove between the ear 
and the scalp was a crusty, itchy 
eruption. 
He also showed me his 
wrist where he w^ore a wrist watch 
which had a white gold buckle. Here 
lie had a similar eruption extending 
half w ay up the forearm. I told him 
it would do no harm to try elim inat­ 
ing the white gold skin contacts. He 
put some rubber pads over the ear 
nieces of his spectacles and changed 
the strap of his wTist watch. With­ 
in a week the whole thing had dis­ 
appeared and he has been without 
this annoyance ever since. 
He had consulted several physi­ 
cians, but before Dr. Lain's article 
called attention to the cause of the 
dermatitis and they had not spotted 
any connection between the disease 
and the metal. 
Such situations are common—peo­ 
ple who go on ’wearing some object 
of dress or ornament, or using some 
substance like a cosmetic or face 
powder or ether accessory, and trace 
no association between the skin con­ 
dition and the cause of it. 
A recent report rails attention to 
the skin inflammation which can be 
caused b v h air tonics. In the patient 
reported;The skin of the upper eye­ 
lids was affected and the eruption 
had been present for six weeks. 
It 
had begun about the time of the use 
of hair tonic. It was always worse 
n the morning, probably because 
«he hair tonic would get on the nil- 
low and thus be rubbed on the skin 
of the evelids. In 1916 the date Dr. 
Harvey Wiley published an analysis 
of this hair tonic, reporting that the 
rpmedy contained arsenic, and prob­ 
ably resorrin, with a trace of an al- 
kaloidal material too small for iden­ 
tification.
